^his  week  I  emptied  the  till  here  of 
our  hard-earned  and  carefully  husbanded 
savings  of  li?4, 300.00  using  same,  plus 
a  loan  of  #2,000.00  (at  2%)   from  the 
Bishop,  to  purchase  six  lots  (50»  x 
121»)  for  site  of  future  church.  Now 
all  we  have  to  do  is  scrabble  for  the 
necessary  30  or  40  thousand  dollars 
required  to  start  a  buildint^. 

The  confreres  in  Calgary  are  c^uite  con- 
cerned about  the  iraj)endin(:  situation 
tliere,  v/herein  the  cjeparate  School 
Board  feels  compelled  to  select  a  site 
on  the  outer  periphery  of  the  city  on 
which  to  erect  a  nev/  high  school  build- 
ing in  which  the  Basil ians  v/ould  teach. 
The  present  accommodation  is  hopefully 
samll  for  the  anticipate  increase  of 
enrolment  in  the  near  future.  Such  a 
move  would  entail  the  abandonning  of 
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the  present  fine  residence,  if  the  staff 
desires  to  be  close  to  projected  new 
school.  They  don't  take  kindly  to  the 
thought  of  travelling:  by  station  wagon, 
etc.  to  future  scene  of  daily  toil.

Here  are  the  ordos  for  the  octave  of 
St.  Basil  for  two  raore  years;  you  will 
note  that  they  are  already  in  English, 
and  are  less  detailed  than  tVie  Toronto 
ordo,  containing  only  such  information 
as  would  be  required  by  the  (hypothet- 
ical) average  Basilian;  thus  they  will 
probably  require  less  ^♦translation'* 
for  theAnnals  than  did  ray  last  contri- 
bution (which,  by  the  way,  I  hope  to 
see  in  print  soon,  not  for  its  own  sake, 
but  for  what  will  be  contained  within 
the  same  binding).   I  have  not  yet  taken 
any  steps  to  obtain  the  proper  lessons 
for  the  octave  from  theS. Congregation 
of  Rites,  but  shall  do  so  when  I  have 
learned  my  way  around  a  little  better; 
when  I  do  get  the  necessary  rar^terial, 
do  you  think  the  General  i^ouncil  v/ould 
be  interested  in  having  supolements 
printed?  I  think  ?>^rietti  would  do  it 
for  us  at  moderate  ex  )ense,  but  you 
might  feel  them  out  about  how  much  they 
would  be  willing  to  pay,  and  how  many 
copies  si  ould  be  made  (though  for  the 
latter  question,  unless  I  am  entirely 
mistaken  about  relative  costs  of  diff- 
erent numbers  of  copies,  it  would  prob- 
ably be  quite  prictical  to  ^et  1000 
copies  at  once,  v/hich  should  last  us 
indefintiely)

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I  think  a  trip  to  ilorae  would  broaden 
your  ouulook  on  ceremonies,  etc.   As 
is  so  often  the  case,  it  seems  that  in 
this  matter  too  Rome  rncikes  the  lavrs, 
raore  or  less  as  pious  \=cishes,  and  then 
Irish  and  German  prelates  and  authors 
proceed  to  apply  them  in  other  parts 
of  the  v/orld  with  an  altogether  non- 
Roman  thoroughness.  For  instance,  I 
have  not  seen  five  churches  or  chapels 
in  Rome  v/here  sancturary  lamps  are 
burned;  the  comiion  practice  is  an  el- 
ectric light  (which  is  all  vte   have  even 
here  in  "little  Canada")*

turbing omission:  you  told  us  only  the 
title  of  the  condemned  ballad  "The  theme 
is  Team",  tiiereby  whetting  in  all  three 
of  us  an  acute  desire  to  see  the  text. 
If  you  do  not  have  it  yourself,  we  feel 
sure  that  you  get  it  for  us.  probably 
from  Fr.  <Paul>  Donoher  or  Ken  Cash ion. 

It  is  not  possible  to  get  all  the  back 
issues  of  Periodica,  as  it  is  now  in 
its  43rd  volume,  but  I  understand  that 
very  many  issues  are  available,  some 
however  at  considerable  expense.   If  you 
simply  Wcint  to  start  subscribing  how, 
it  is  ;i^2.50  a  year;  we  can  get  it  hero 
for  less  than  $1.50,  but  you  would  not 
have  very  recent  issues  on  your  shelf 
that  way.   The  next  time  you  write,  you 
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ratght  let  me  know  about  how  far  back 
you  would  like  to  go,  and  hov/  much  you 
want  to  spend  on  it. 

Fr.  Orsini  told  me  before  I  left  to  keep 
ray  eye  out  for  desirable  additions  to 
the  Canon  Law  section  of  the  Library.

Dear  Father  Scollard, 

I'm  addressing  this  to  you  rather  than 
to  Father  Bondy,  not  out  of  any  unwill- 
ingness to  accept  him  as  my  new  super- 
ior, but  simply  because  of  the  certainty 
that  you  v/ill  be  in  Toronto  while  he 
might  very  likely  be  at  the  I.sland.  By 
the  way,  i±^  you  find  conditions  of  life 
too  primitive  at  the  Island,  I  strongly 
urge  you  to  steer  clear  of  3t-Alban: 
the  region  is  very  nice  (though  I'm 
told  that  we  can  expect  oppressively 
hot  weather  very  soon  now) ,  but  exopt 
for  electricity  this  houise  is  several 
years  behind  the  Island  in  the  intro- 
duction of  moaem  conveniences  and 
utilities  (one  other  exception:  we  who 
are  in  double  roomr3  have  our  beds 
separated  by  curtains,  accordinp:  to 
Kule  Ho*  15^,  as  we  could  not  persaude 
Fr.  Roume  that  this  article  had  been 
abrogated  by  contrary  custom  in  all  our 
houses) • 

My  plans  for  the  last  aays  of  July  and 
tfie  first  v/eek  of  august  are  still  un- 
certain: I'm  to  arrive  at  the  London 
parish  whei»e  I've  got  a  job  as  "Vicarius 
Bubstitutus'^  on  or  about  August  11th, 
ana  my  address  there  is:  St.  I4-iry's, 
Holly  Place,  London,  N.V/.  3. 
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Before  that  time,  if  anyone  has  occasion 
to  write  to  me,  any  letters  had  best  be 
sent  to  Annonay,  where  they  will  have  a 
forwarding  address.   I  have  heard  that 
the  London  Chancery  is  a  bit  strict  on 
the  proper  testimonials  for  granting 
faculties;  hence  I  wish  that  you  would

Coughlin's 
policy  of  not  exposing  such  cash  tio  the 
danger  of  loss  in  the  mail  in  order  to 
get  it  physically  turned  in  to  the 
comrion  pot.   l>econdly,  I  drew  $100  in 
Uay   to  cover  travel  ext)enses  for  the 
first  part  of  the  Gummer,  but  the  tdp 
from  Rome  to  Annonay  (via  Switzerland) 
has  already  made  a  notable  dent  in  that, 
and  I  fear  that  I'll  use  up  the  rest 
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and  dip  into  my  "mergency  fund"  a  bit 
before  getting  settled  in  London,  as  I 
plan  to  put  in  about  a  week  of  travel 
(either  in  western  France  or  else  in 
the  Rhineland,  I'm  not  sure  yet)  and 
then  make  a  retreat  in  a  monastery 
somewhere  before  starting  my  parochial 
duties*  Hence  I'd  like  to  have  another 
^100  to  restore  the  '* emergency  fund" 
and  cover  incidental  expenses  for  the 
rest  of  the  vacation  (I'll  be  travell- 
ing with  my  parents  from  London  back 
to  Rome  and  so  will  not  have  any  not- 
able travel  expenses  after  reaching 
London).   I'll  have  to  spend  about  |50 
for  fees  ana  books  at  the  beginning  of 
the  acadeiiic  year,  but  you  may  prefer 
to  wait  and  send  that  to  me  at  Home  in 
October;  the  ^)100  will  be  needed  sooner, 
and  I'd  like  for  it  to  be  sent  to  the 
London  address  about  a  month  from  now 
if  possible.  My  present  list  of  I^ass 
intentions  will  run  out  about  the  12th 
of  August  also,  so  I'd  appreciate 
f indini^  another  60  or  65  when  I  arrive 
in  London;  it  may  be  that  in  the  parish 
I'll  have  to  say  Mass  occasionally  for 
local  intentions  there,  but  I  don't 
think  their  stipends  are  too  much  less 
than  ours,  and  I'll  report  the  number 
at  the  end  of  my  work  tVere. 

We  got  the  appointment  list  on  the  4th, 
but  unfortunately  none  of  us  had  remem- 
bered to  brinix  ^  copy  of  last  year's 
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Annals  with  us,  so  we  have  probably 
overlooked  some  of  the  interesting 
changes  —  there  were  so  many  of  them| 
you  know I   ^he  only  name  we  noticed  as 
misr.ing  v#as  that  of  John  Miller,  but 
perhaps  there  were  others  v/hich  we 
overlooked •  »se  were  a  bit  sorry  that 
you  did  not  indicate  the  places  for 
graduate  studies  (not  our  own,  which  we 
presume  to  be  as  planned,  but  those  of 
the  other  students);  most  of  thera  we 
think  we  knov/,  of  course,  but  there 
were  a  couple  about  which  we  v;ondered. 
We'll  catch  up  on  the  coiamunity  news, 
of  cou  se,  when  the  Annals  comes  out, 
but  that  is  still  some  time  off,  and 
it's  hard  for  you  people  living  in  the 
thick  of  things  to  realize  how  many 
items  of  comcion  knowledge  there  never 
find  tlieir  vfay  across  the  Atlantic. 
One  reaction  to  the  list,  by  the  way 
(I  vion't  say  whose  reaction)  was  that 
with  so  many  junior  confreres  making 
the  local  councils  these  days,  it  could 
be  ar^^ued  that  our  chances  for  advance- 
ment in  the  community  are  beinc;  impeded 
by  keeoinn  us  out  of  the  houses;  that, 
of  course,  was  intended  as  a  joke-  and 
was  said  with  no  intention  of  calling 
in  question  the  abilities  of  Fathers 
Pnedergast,  Malley,  Montague,  etc.,  all 
of  v/hom  amply  compensate  for  their 
youth  by  their  wisdom,  gravity,  piety, 
science,  knowledge  of  men  and  affairs, 
and  other  estimable  traits.  For  that 
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matter,  if  Annonay  is  set  up  as  a  ciomus 
formata  tliis  year,  it  v,?ill  be  almost 
impossible  to  pick  all  three  members  of 
t>;e  local  council  from  among  raembers  of 
more  mature  age,  since  there  are  only 
two  such  confreres  in  the  group.  Those 
of  us  wlio  are  "earmarked"  for  the  semin- 
arey  v/ere  a  trifle  uneasy  over  the  new 
Bursar,  but  are  hoping  his  years  at 
Holy  Rosary  have  improved  his  ideas  of 
what  constitutes  a  satisfactory  meal; 
We  also  feel  a  great  confidence  in  the 
Second  Councillor  to  uphold  the  cause 
of  suitable  n()urii3hment  even  in  the 
Seminarj'  refectory''!   {vife  presume  that 
Fr«  Fiacbonald  will  himself  eat  with  the 
Curia,  and  so  be  tempted  to  view  the 
situation  with  greater  detachment  than 
you  would  liave  in  the  m.ntter)  • 

Time  is  passing,  even  in  St-Alban,  and 
no  doubt  in  busy,  bustling  ^^oronto  (or 
even  Orillia),  one  does  not  find  time 
to  read  any  more  of  such  drivel.  Sorry 
nou  to  be  able  to  contribute  any  copy 
for  the  Annals  (we  still  have  the  feast 
of  St.  Basil  as  a  double  of  the  1st 
class,  but  that  will  be  only  a  few 
lines,  v/ith  the  octave  gone) ;  however, 
unlike  Fr.  Shook,  I  find  myself  inacp- 
able  of  exiting  a  letter  from  Europe 
which  could  prudently  and  safely  be 
published.  Terry  is  getting  an  article 
ready  for  publication  in  the  Catholic 
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Biblical  quarterly,  as  you  may  have 
known  already,  but  otherv/ise  v/e  are 
not  bearing  visible  fruit  here.  Re- 
gards to  all  the  bretliren,  and  please 
remeiiber  ua  in  your  Masses  and  prayers*

Life  ^oes  on  about  as  usual  here;  the 
weaks  fly  by  v/ith  only  half  in  *^nnonay 
and  half  in  Lyons,  We'll  be  facing 
exams  again  before  long,  v/ally  seems 
to  be  quite  acclimatized,  though  I  can't 
persuade  him  to  buy  a  beret ;  he  draws 
the  line  there.  His  French  has  greatly 
improved;  besides  two  expos^es  in  French 
before  the  students  of  his  philology 
courses  he  >ias  spoken  at  a  public  con- 
fer en  ce  on  the  state  of  the  Church  in 
America.  I  was  in  the  audience  for  the 
latter  and  was  tremendously  proud  of 
his  capability,  not  only  with  wtiat  be 
had  prepared  beforehand,  hnx,   with  the 
answers  he  f^ave  i/npromptu  to  the  dozens 
of  questions  asked  aftex^ards.  Even 
Fr.  Dondy  might  'nave  nodded  approval 
had  h©  been  there. 

That  way  quite  a  sick  list  you  gave  us;

Dear  Father  Scollard, 

Waily  is  very  conveniently  going  down 
to  the  Post  Office  this  afternoon  and 
brin^'ing  with  him  a  package  of  books, 
three  copies  of  Dissard's  Vie  de  M^^r. 
D'Aviau  v/hich  you  ordered  some  time  ago. 
Ke  Vfill  register  them  anc  send  them  on 
tlieir  way  by  ordinary  mail,  v/hich  laeans 
you  should  receive  them  in  about  two  or 
three  weeks'  time,  provided  they  l^ave 
a  fair  crossing.  I  bought  them  over  a 
raonth  ago,  but  they  stayed  at  the  bin- 
ders a  lon^t;  time;  the  hold-up  always 
seems  to  be  there.  For  your  books,  I 
mean  your  accounts,  they  cost  in  the 
neighborhood  of  350  francs  each,  I 
forget  exactly  the  price;  let  us  say

the  binaing  cost  500  frs.  each,  i.e., 
1;500.  As  for  maiiini:;  charges  they  will 
probably  come  to  about  100  frs;  so 
2,600  frs.  should  about  cover  everything. 
As  far  as  I  recall  you  sent  enough 
money  in  that  che^iue  co  cover  them  eas- 
ily, perhaps  with  some  left  over.   If 
you  have  kept  an  account  of  it,  I 
should  like  to  knov/  just  how  we  stand; 
I  must  confess  that  I  h.^ve  forgotten, 
or  bettor,  I  have  neglected  to  keep 
track. 
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By  the  way,  juot  a  note  on  cheques,  in 
case  you  have  to  send  others  in  the 
i*utiire.  Tho   Credit  Lyonnais  bank  is 
not  so  handy  as  a  cheque  made  out  to 
them  can  only  be  cashed  in  Paris  at 
tho  Head  Office  and  at  rather  incon- 
venient hours,  and  even  then,  only  in 
parson  and  with  passport.   If  you  could 
send  money  through  the  same  bank  as 
Fr.  Bondy  it  would  really  be  simpler 
for  us. 

You  also  asked  for  the  Eevue  in  which 
Fr.  ^^-oume's  article  appeared,  but  I'm 
afraid  it's  going  to  be  difficult  to 
find.  Fr.  *^oume  is  keeping  an  eye  out 
for  it,  but  doesn't  promise  success.

Our  two  '* scholastics"  are  on  retreat 
just  now  at  the  Trappist  abbey  north 
of  Lyon,  Motre  Dame  des  Dcmbes,  so  the 
ConiTiiunity  is  radiiced  to  almost  a  min- 
imum, t'ince  Pr.

Kenyon,  South  Africa  or  any  where  else 
for  that  Kiatter.   i^i'ester  or  the  Univer- 
sity of  -Toronto  didn't  mean  a  thing  to 
anyone.   As  I  took  my  papers  to  the 
various  persons  in  the  registration  pro- 
duction line  they  v/ould  glance  at  the 
word  "foreign-''  and  then  speak  to  me  in 
bacis  iint^ish  and  use  lots  of  gestures.

Since  I  am 
a"foreigner"  I  have  to  take  a  Miller 
Aptitude  test  some  time  soon.

I  have  just  completed  a  week  of  classes 
and  all  I  can  say  is  that  I  have  never 
worked  so  hard  in  my  life.   The  courses 
are  extremely  heavy.  Mrs.  deary 
teaches  both  of  the  library  science 
courses  cind  is  excellent  but  follov/s 
the  Fathers  Principe-Sheehan  theory  of 
piling  on  the  v/ork.   Reading  a  whole 
book  for  next  class  is  just  a  partial 
assignment. 

The  education  course  is  likewise  heavy. 
All  tola  I  have  a  scheduled  eigliteen 
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hours  a  week  but  with  all  the  overtime 
they  take  it  is  well  over  twenty  hours. 
That  wouldn't  be  so  Dad  but  here  is 
the  rub^  it  takes  me  over  an  hour  to 
get  down  to  Wayne  from  here.   I  leave 
the  house  at  8:45  and  return  at  5s 00. 
Along  v/ith  homework  and,  of  course,  my 
religious  exercises  it  is  a  full  day. 

I  must  say  that  the  majority  of  the 
people  in  my  classes  are  vfonderful  to 
me.

'tomorrow  I  write  the  i^heology  of  St. 
Paul  exam  and  much  to  my  disgust  just 
about  everyone  lias  to  know  about  it. 
Maybe  it  is  pride  but  just  the  same  it 
could  have  been  sent  to  me  personally. 
Since  Fr.  Regan  is  away  he  gave  it  to 
Father  Kehoe  who  informed  me  in  the 
main  corridor  in  front  of  the  money 
line-up  on  Saturday  that  I  was  to  write 
it  on  Monday.  He  probably  will  appoint 
someone  to  preside  I  You  v^ould  think 
all  the  serr.ions  I  am  writing  this  summer 
would  raise  my  old  mark  (whatever  it  was) 
to  a  pass.

Flahiff  but 
it  could  have  been  lost.  I  am  miles 
fron  civiliaation  dovm  here.  Tho  group 
that  I  an  with  ax^e  7  miles  back  off  the 
road.  I  have  not  been  out  this  week 
yet  but  hop©  to  get  to  3t.  John  today. 
I  am  most  fortunate  in  that  I  have  a 
bed,  mattress,  pillow  and  4  blankets. 
However  I  iiave  no  sheets  or  pillow 
cases.  I  shall  be  here  until  raid 
August.  However  v/e  go  on  the  move  a 
week  from  i.>unday  and  neVer  get  back  to 
this  spot.  The  generals  are  having  a 
great  tinie  playing  war.  It  reminds  me 
of  when  I  was  a  kid  playing  cowboys 
and  Indians,  vv'e  move  with  the  big 
scheme  cillsd  '^Rising  Star".  ♦*hile 
down  here  we  get  one  4^  hour  pass  and 
I  am  going  this  Monday  and  Tuesday.  VV© 
are  not  allowed  to  brin^^  our  cars  in 
so  I  left  mine  at  a  farm  on  the  high- 
way. My  brother  was  here  last  Sunday 
and  I  told  him  whereit  was.   He  was 
goin'.;  to  take  it.   In  here  I  drive  to 
my  units  in  a  2  1/2  ton  truck  or  motor- 
cycle. You  ohould  see  me  driving  the 
motorcycle 1  The  roads  are  so  bumpy 
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that  it  is  a  heck  of  a  job  steering. 
The  v/eather  has  been  grand  —  hot  days 
and  cold  nights.  My  room  is  in  an  old 
farm  house  with  all  the  windows  out. 
We  have  liad  about  4  rainy  days  and  v/hen 
it  rains  I  have  to  mop  my  floor.  Also 
v/e  have  to  wear  rubber  boots  as  the  mud 
is  avfful  in  the  rain*  Last  oaturday 
night  we  had  an  awful  hail  storm.   It 
only  lasted  about  ten  minutes  but  the 
hail  stones  were  almost  as  alrge  as 
golf  balls.  I  was  outside  when  it  star- 
ted and  had  to  jump  in  a  tent.  The 
ground  was  white  when  it  stopped. 

Well  despite  the  cold  water  for  washing, 
outside  conveniences,  damp  clothing  and 
war  gajnes  I  really  am  enjoying  it.  I 
am  not  able  to  say  Mass  every  morning 
but  do  get  it  in  v/hen  I  can.   I  have 
three  Masses  on  Sunday.  Give  my  regards 
to  all.   I  shall  send  you  my  new  address 
when  I  get  it.

I  don't  know  why  he  is  there, 
but  there  must  be  a  reason,  there  always 
is.   Having  spent  all  of  my  priestly 
life,  excusin  six  months,  in  parish 
work,  I  learned  not  to  ask  the  female 
species  why  they  were  in  the  hospital. 
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Above  all  never  ask  them  what  kind  of 
an  operation  they  had.   It  is  some  years 
now  since  I  have  asked  a  Basilian  why 
he  is  in  the  hospital.

^he  man  v/ho  died  in  the  car  accident  — 
it's  the  old  question  that  some  people 
never  find  the  answer  till  they  land  in 
^ternity,  and  then  it  doesn't  make  any 
difference.  The  i^uestion?   i/ho  has 
the  right  of  way  at  a  railroad  crossing, 
the  train  or  the  automobile?   iho  engin- 
eer thinks  he  has  it.  ^he  man  d iving 
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the  car  thinks  he  has  it.  And  they  both 
meet  at  the  same  crossing  at  the  same 
HKjment,  they  haven't  time  to  argue  the 
point.  The  results  are  always  the  same. 
Three  days  after  they  bury  the  man  who 
v/as  driving  the  car,  and  another  widow's 
pension  is  set  up. 

Father  Lacey  asked  me  to  tell  you  that 
he  feels  very  humbled.  The  Annals  did 
not  even  remember  what  he  said  at  the 
St.  Michael's  High  School  retreat.  They 
didn't  even  remember  that  he  was  there. 
As  Joe  McGahey  would  say  —  Note  this 
well  —  The  above  statement  'was  by 
request. 

Nearly  forgot  —  My  aunt's  address.

Dear  Father  Scollard, 

V/e  just  wrote  our  first  exam,  and  for 
some  reason  or  other  I  was  through  a 
little  early  so  having  nothing  important 
to  do  I  thought  I  v/ould  drop  you  a  line. 

Bob  and  I  are  well  settled  now.  It 
didn't  take  too  long  to  get  onto  the 
wing  of  things,  but  I  v/ill  admit  that 
the  first  tv/o  days  were  really  av/ful. 
I  didn't  know  where  I  was  going  or  v/hy 
I  was  going  where  I  was  going-  The 
place  is  so  big.  It  takes  hours  to 
get  from  one  place  to  another.  By  the 
way  for  one  v/ho  likes  statistics  ... 
there  are  143  steps  from  the  fifth 
floor  to  the  dining  room  in  the  base- 
ment. The  chapel  is  on  the  fith  floor 
and  the  recreation  room  is  on  the  third. 
*hey  have  a  quaint  custom  here  of  always 
faeeting  on  the  third  floor  before  going 
to  any  other  floor.  You  can  imagine 
what  that  would  entail  at  some  times... 
and  of  course  you  proceed  according  to 
orders.  That  means  that  someone  who 
is  tonsured  can  push  on  ahead  of  some- 
one who  has  the  misfortune  to  be  un- 
tonsured.. .such  as  me;  and  they  do  it 
too,  especially  on  the  way  to  meals. 
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We  are  just  finishing  our  second  week 
of  the  three-week  probation  period.  It 
is  something  like  a  retreat  and  a 
novitiate  combined,  only  not  CiUite  so 
strict,   i/e  have  two  conferences  or 
classes  in  the  morning  and  two  in  the 
afternoon.   It  has  been  very  interest- 
ing for  the  most  part  exce  >t  v/hen  they 
bring  in  old  priests  who  used  to  teach 
in  the  seminary  20  or  30  years  ago  and 
are  now  in  aprish  somev/here  in  the  city. 
Some  priest  yesterday  spoke  on  St.  John 
of  the  Gross.  It  was  impossible  even 
for  the  French  seminarians  to  under-  • 
stand  him.  He  spoke  in  a  lov/  whisper, 
hardly  opening  his  mouth.  But  for  the 
most  part,  the  conferences  have  been 
excellent  ...  one  on  the  hidden  life 
of  Jesus  was  very  stimulating.   I  have 
little  trouble  understanding  the  teach- 
ers, except  for  one  ot  two,  but  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  understand  the 
seminarians  themselves.   If  I  walk  v/ith 
just  one  everything  is  fine;  he  usually 
speaks  slowly  enough  for  me  to  get  every- 
thing or  at  least  lialf ,  but  v/hen  two  or 
three  more  come  along  that  ends  that 
conversation  for  me.   I  think  there  has 
been  about  1/4  of  V^   improvement  though 
in  the  last  week . 

The  seminarians  here  have  really  been 
wonderful  tov/ards  Bob  and  me.   I  have 
never  seen  such  kind  and  thoughtful 
people.   During  the  recreation  there  is 
always  someone  waiting  totake  us  around 
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the  walk.  They  certainly  do  their  best 
to  make  us  feel  at  home.   I  think  a  lot 
of  it  is  because  of  the  good  impression 
the  other  scholastics  made.   Bill  Mar- 
ceau  is  almost  a  legendary  figure  here. 
Marecau  has  become  a  sjmonym  (?)  for 
"sportif".   It  lias  been  a  bit  embarass- 
ing  for  me,  who  am  not  the  greatest 
athlete  to  liave  to  admit  all  the  time 
that  I*m  not  "un  grand  sportif**  like 
Bill.  He  certainly  was  popular  here. 

Father  Callaghan  v^as  here  the  other 
nif^ht  for  half  an  hour  or  so.  Father 
Mc'^igan  had  some  trouble  with  his  vari- 
cose veins  so  he  didn't  come.   All 
seems  to  be  going  well  with  them. 

^his  afternoon  we  are  all  going  to  the 
fcoliseum  for  some  kind  of  spectacle  in 
honour  of  i^t.  Joseph.   The  ^o^ernor- 
general  was  here  a  few  days  ago  and 
granted  a  holiday,  so  this  is  the  holi- 
day. 

V/ell  there  isn't  much  left  to  say,  ex- 
cept that  all's  well  and  the  future 
doesn't  look  too  cloudy. 

Please  don't  feel  obliged  to  answer 
this  letter.  Father.   I  know  that  you 
are  busy,  but  if  you  have  some  few 
sapre  minutes  it  v/ould  be  nice  to  hoar 
from  you. 
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Best  wishes  to  all  the  fat^iers  and 
scholastics.

Dear  Father  Scollard, 

I  received  your  letter  some  time  ago. 
It  v#as  a  good  letter  —  lots  of  news 
in  it.  The  Annals  arrived  too.   I  read 
them  frora  cover  to  cover  right  away  and 
then  I  read  the  list  of  new  books  in 
the  library.  That  was  very  thoughtful 
of  you.   In  the  spiritual  readin?*;  list 
for  October  I  was  glad  to  see  Blosius' 
book.  Father  <William>  Murray  likes 
him  very  much,  too.   I  found  a  book 
here  which  I  find  very  interesting  and 
helpful:  The  Spiritual  Doctrine  of  Eliz- 
abeth of  the  Trinity.   Many  of  the 
priests  here  have  mentioned  it  now  and 
again.   I  don't  know  whether  you  have 
it  or  not. 

»^hile  I'm  on  books  and  library,  etc.  I 
should  tell  you  about  their  set  up  here. 
First  of  all  they  have  two  "libraries" ; 
reference  and  spiritual  reading.  The 
reference  library  isn't  bad.  No  books 
may  be  taken  out  of  there  at  all.  There 
is  little  system  except  a  kind  of  group- 
ing according  to  subject  matter;  moral, 
dogma,  etc.  —  very  easy  for  books  to 
become  misplaced.  Revues  and  other  mag- 
azines are  lying  in  piles  and  date  many 
years  back,   the  other  library  is  in  the 
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recreation  room  which  is  also  a  class- 
room at  one  end.  The  books  are  in 
glassed  in  shelves  lining  the  v/alls. 
Books  may  be  taken  out  only  once  a  week 
and  then  only  between  3^30  and  4:00  pm« 
.he  rest  of  the  time  the  cupboards  are 
locked •  There  is  no  system  as  far  as 
I  can  see  except  that  the  shelves  are 
numbered  and  the  books  are  marked  for 
a  certain  shelf.  Most  of  the  books  are 
paper-covered  too.  The  ironic  part  of 
it  all  is  that  the  reference  library 
is  painted  the  sane  colour  as  our  sem- 
inary library,  the  floor  is  the  same 
colour  and  the  wood  is  stained  dark. 
Of  course  the  worst  part  of  it  all  is 
that  all  the  books  are  either  in  French 
or  worse  still  Latin. 

Cardinal  Mc^uigan  was  in  ^uebec  for  a 
two  or  three  day  visit.  He's  a  former 
student  of  the  "Grand ^'  so  he  came  here 
iiunday  and  said  I4ass,  then  stayed  for 
breakfast.  Bob  and  I  were  torch-bear- 
ers for  his  I^ass  (a  Lov/  Mass).  They 
love  torch-bearers  here.  Whenever 
possible  they  have  as  many  as  possible. 
They  go  one  better  than  you,  tho'  — 
e£|ch  torch  is  made  of  four  candles  1 1 
Lots  flame,  anywayX  The  master  of 
ceremonies  here  is  a  seminarian  in  2nd 
year.   His  position  is  so  exalted  that 
anyone  may  go  to  his  room  at  anytime 
without  permission,  for  instructions. 
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(Anything  done  here  without  permission 
is  really  extraordinary) 

'//e  have  Solemn  High  Mass  every  Sunday 
\d.th  sermon,  and  solemn  vespers  in  the 
evening  with  Benediction  —  all  in  the 
basilica.   I  like  the  vespers  very  much, 
^herceremonies  are  all  well  done  and 
the  schola  are  (is?)  excellent. 

Bob  and  I  are  doing  well,  but  getting 
a  little  anxious  to  get  home  to  Toronto. 
We  had  a  moral  exam  last  Sat.  —  in 
Latin,   we  probably  both  failed  but 
we're  not  discouraged,   ^e  have  a  dogma 
exam  this  Friday  —  in  Latin  of  course. 
"^he  matter  is  faith  and  revelation,  i/e 
both  find  it  very  difficult  to  under- 
stand and  to  remember.  The  teacher  ex- 
pects whole  pages  of  latin  notes  to  be 
memorized  word  for  v/ord»   I  "do  my 
possible"  but  I  think  another  flunk 
might  be  in  the  offing.   Lectures  will 
probably  end  the  6th  of  December  and 
after  a  week  of  study,  exams  till  the 
24th.   They  really  go  fast  here!  My 
lack  of  philosophy  is  beginning  to  tell 
but  fortunately  the  Latin  is  already 
about  800^<>  easirer  ttian  a  month  ago. 

Spiritually  I  think  everything  is  fine 
too.   I'm  trying;  to  gain  back  what  I 
think  I  might  have  lost  last  year.   I 
made  a  kind  of  offering  of  all  the 
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trials  of  this  year  for  our  ordinands 
of  '56*  The  trials  aren't  too  raany 
tho*.  It  is  impossible  here  to  drop 
into  the  chapel  several  t  imes  in  the 
morning  or  afternoon  like  at  our  sem- 
inary, but  I  can  make  a  ten  minute 
visit  in  the  morning  before  dinner  and 
then  Stations  later  on  in  the  after- 
noon. 

Well  I  wouldn't  want  to  start  page  5, 
so  I'll  close  wishing  you  the  best. 
Remeber  me  to  Father  Orsini,  and  alt ho' 
an  answer  would  be  very  welcome,  please 
don't  feel  obliged  to  answer.

Dear  Father  Bob: 

Your  letter  asking  for  information  for 
the  Annals  ^lould  have  been  answered 
some  time  ago,  but  I  delayed  waiting 
for  some  things  to  become  definite. 

We  are  now  exclusively  a  high  school 
here,  having  been  relieved  of  Grades 
7,  8,  9.   Grades  10,  11,  12  remain 
with  us  with  a  registration  of  approx- 
imately 215.  The  football  teams,  both 
Senior  and  Junior,  seem  headed  once 
more  for  great  things.   As  to  degrees, 
my  v/ork  is  completed  and  the  thesis 
accepted  and  defended  though  official 
word  of  the  conferring  has  not  yet 
arrived.   I  believe  it  to  be  routine 
from  here  in,  at  least  if  I  can  believe 
my  committee.  The  thesis  is  entitled, 
Jacques  Karitain:  man  and  educator,  and 
was  well  received  by  the  committee  who 
are  not  experts  on  scholastic  philos- 
ophy.  One  examiner  asked  if  I  thought 
the  emphasis  on  the  intellectual  vir- 
tues might  not  stifle  the  moral  virtues 
as  for  example  the  moral  virtue  of 
cheerfulness  which  he  had  observed 
among  the  Franciscans  of  the  California 
Missions.   I  reassured  him  that  due 
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balance  must  be  observed.  You  might  be 
imprudent  in  publishing  the  degrees  as 
granted,  though  I  think  not. 

At  home,  Fr.  Pur cell  is  once  again  chap- 
lain to  the  Air  Force,  though  not  in  the 
sei*vice.  Frs.  McCarron  and  0*  Grady  are 
convent  chaplains.  Fr.  v/helihan  and  Fr. 
l^ran   ably  handle  the  athletics  of  the 
school.  Fr.  Goyle  has  the  job  of  lib- 
rarian and  archivist  both  of  which  are 
well  handled.  The  Sunday  work  is  heavy, 
each  Sunday  all  ten  of  us  are  on  the 
roads  and  we  are  already  being  booked 
by  the  busy  pastors  v/ho  are  heading  for 
the  Grey  Gup  game  in  Vancouver.   I 
believe  we  shall  all  survive.

Our  Annals  arrived  and  also  your  kind 
letter.   For  both,  many  thanks,  and 
for  the  Annals  very  sincere  congratul- 
ations.  Ar^ain  you've  done  a  first- 
class  Job,  and  I'd  venture  to  say  that 
perhaps  it  raeans  more  to  us  "outre  mers" 
than  to  the  confreres  at  home.  But  for 
everyone  it*s  a  big  event.  It's  amaz- 
ing how  interesting  a  detail  like  "  a 
new  altar  rail  ...  St.  Vincnet's  Church, 
Meaford"  can  be  at  this  distance.  My 
regret  always  in  reading  the  Annals  is 
that  ultimately  I  come  to  the  back 
cover,  and  then  there  is  no  more. 

We  tiad  quite  a  dinner  here  on  the  21st. 
Father  Koume  decided  to  invite  the 
clergy  of  the  tov/n,  this  year,  as  well 
as  the  secular  priests  who  live  at  the 
College.   I  think  it  v/as  the  best  spread 
we've  had  yet,  at  least  since  I've  been 
here.   It  starts  v/ith  pate,  a  cold  meat 
with  a  pie  crust  around  it  (white  wine); 
then  saucisson  (a  type  of  cold  meat 
again),  garnished  ivith  olives  and 
butter;   apr^s,  a  dish  of  stewed  rabbit 
(ordinary  red  v/ine):  the  plates  are 
then  changed  for  the  vegetable:  string 
beans,  very  tender  and  cooked  in  oil; 
then  turkey,  and  for  this  a  burgundy; 
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the  salad  follows;  the  cheese  is  next;

the  charapagne;  by  this  time  you  need 
the  black  coffee  which  arrives.  Thank 
goodness  these  dinners  are  not  too  fre« 
cuent;  the  human  system  (at  least  the 
trans-atlantic  system)  couldn't  stand 
it  12

Dear  Bob, 

I  enclose  the  page  and  a  half  that  you 
requested •  I  hope  it  is  not  too  late 
to  be  of  use  to  you*  Annonay  turned 
out  to  be  about  as  strenuous  as  anything 
I  have  net  in  the  ./hole  community.  Fr. 
Mc-Uiughiin  had  asi)ured  me  that  I  would 
have  plenty  of  tien  for  rest.  Alas,  it 
is  no./  in  i^torae  that  I  look  forward  to 
rest.  Seeing  the  confreres  as  a  body 
and  individually  took  a  certain  amount 
of  time.   Then,  there  were  all  the 
places  to  be  seen,  both  past  and  pres- 
ent: Daint-  Symphorien,  i%ison-Seule, 
Saint -basile,  etc.  fron  the  past,  and 
Prades  and  oaint-Albans  out  of  the  pres- 
ent. In  the  mountainous  country  and  by 
narrov/  roads,  you  do  not  get  around  as 
on  the  uueen  Klizabeth  highway,  even  if 
the  local  station-wagon  does  render 
good  service.   And  there  were  people  to 
be  met:  the  bishop  at  Viviers  about  100 
miles  av/ay,  members  of  the  "Board  of 
Trustees-',  local  pastors  and  persons 
of  influence.  In  addition,  Father 
Koume  wanted  me  to  see  something  of 
the  country  in  order  to  form  a  general 
impression  of  the  whole  district.   I 
managed  to  draft  a  letter  in  rough  but 
only  here  liave  I  been  able  to  put  it  in 
shape  to  send.  I  can  assure  you  that 
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it  is  the  first  thing  I  have  done;  I 
arrived  last  night  at  midnight  and  it 
is  not  yet  noon  today •  Sorry  for  the 
delay • 

Y-jU  will  note  thut  I  assume  that  Fr. 
Piatt's  account  of   the  proceedings  was 
meant  for  tiie  Annals.  I  had  started  to 
go  into  details  myself  but  decided  that 
there  v^as  no  reason  for  duplication.  I 
enclose  likev/ise  the  official  appoint- 
ment list,  in  order  of  profession  (after 
the  officials).  There  will  be  no   novi- 
tiate this  year,  but  Fr.  Ouaol  was 
given  the  title  since  he  looks  after 
the  prospective  novices.  The  French 
seldom  use  the  intial  for  their  second 
narao^  either  the  full  narae  or  nothing. 
I  think  they  would  find  it  strange  if 
you  reduced  uhe  second  anmes  to  an 
initial;  I  '.vould  suggest  lealiFing  them 
in  full  or  eliminating  the  second  name 
altogether,  v/hich  is  the  commonest 
practice  v/ith  thera.

much  an  invalid  and  not  at  Annonay.  I 
did  not  see  him  or  Fr.

I-^ny  thanks  for  your  letter  to  Annonay 
and  for  the  news  it  contained  as  well 
as  for  the  tid-bits  of  Gomnunity  his- 
tory which  proved  useful  in  ^he   remarks 
I  had  to  make  to  them  here  {  nnonay, 
that  is).   I  doubt  if  I  shall  the  find 
the  surplice  you  are  looking  ofr.   The 
standard  French  one  is  not  ^reaceful 
from  our  point  of  view;  it  is  exactly 
the  shape  of  an  alb,  but  reaching  only 
to  the  thighs;  it  ties  up  close  to  the 
collar  like  an  alb,  even  if  the  sleeves 
are  fuller  than  most  albs.   I  have  not 
yet  seen  the  Roman  ones,  but  I  have  my 
doubts.

If  it*s  not  too  late  let  me  offer  you 
my  best  wishes  for  the  new  year.   True, 
it's  not  as  nev/  as  it  was  a  couple  of 
weeks  ago,  but  since  I  am  still  receiv- 
ing an  occasional  Christmas  card  over 
here  I  hasard  you  a  New  Year's  greeting 
even  at  this  advanced  date. 

Shortly  before  Christmas  v/e  had  a  day 
of  recollection  here  preached  by  our 
friend  Canon  Rochigneux  from  the  Foyer 
at  Lyon.  During  an  interview  with  him 
after  one  of  his  conferences  I  asked 
him  to  sug'^est  a  possible  spiritual 
director  for  me.   He  gave  me  the  name 
of  a  Jesuit  at  Lyon,  a  man  who  has  spent 
some  years  in  /imerica.   Unfortunately 
there  doesn't  seem  to  be  anyone  among 
the  Basilians  at  Annonay  that  I  could 
feel  completely  at  ease  with.   They 
don't  understand  our  background  very 
well  and  their  own  formation  is  so  very 
different  from  ours  that  I'm  afraid 
discussion  on  spiritual  matters  would 
often  lead  to  a  lot  of  confusion.   The 
choice  is  very  limited  also  since  most 
of  them  are  about  my  own  age,  at  least 
still  very  young.   I*et  me  know  v/hat  you 
think  v/hen  you  have  time  to  drop  a  line. 
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In  the  same  letter  perhpas  you  could 
include  the  address  of  the  Tablet  in 
London.   One  of  the  confreres  would 
like  to  have  the  College  receive  it 
for  the  students  learning  English. 

Our  winter  is  quite  raild  at  the  moment 
—  no  snow  and  even  a  temperature  per- 
mitting one  to  walk  outside  without 
hat  or  coat.  We  may  pay  up  for  it  in 
February  say  those  who  have  spent  many 
a  winter  here.

Our  tv/o  iiDspects  for  the  novitiate  are 
sort  of  excited  these  days  getting  their 
papers  in  order  for  the  great  adventure 
westward.   So  far  they  seem  quite  gay 
about  the  move,  but  I  think  v/hen  it 
comes  time  to  pulling  up  anchor  at  Cher- 
bourg they  will  experience  a  homesick- 
ness that  may  last  for  a  fev/  weeks.   I 
have  yet  to  meet  a  young  r^renchman  who 
was  not  very  attached  to  his  homeland 
despite  its  politics  and  other  degner- 
ated  spects.

25.  Glad  to  hear  the  Ami  arrived,  and 
also  that  you  v/ill  be  on  the  platform  at 
the  Union  Station  to  meet  us.   Sorry  to 
hear  of  your  chilling  exi)erience  at  St. 
Anne's  rectory,  but  no  doubt  the  trip 
considered  as  a  whole  was  more  than 
worth  it. 

I  don't  know  hov/  to  answer  you  question 
about  clergy  books,  not  knowing  just 
how  much  travelling  I'll  be  doing  by 
train.   For  the  trip  N.Y.  -  Toronto  I 
have  (or  shall  this  afternoon)  bought 
the  tickets  over  here,  paying  in  francs 
and  thus  benefitting  by  the  35  frs.  to 
the  dollar  difference,  not  only  for  my 
own  ticket  but  for  Jacques  &  Kdchel's 
as  well.   I  think  it  would  be  best  to 
leave  the  question  unsettled  until  we 
talk  it  over  together. 

Saturday,  June  16.   Sorry  to  have  de-

3.  Some  of  our  n-imes  overlap  with  names 
already  on  the  Basilian  list;  but 
not  too  many.  I  would  say  but  few. 

Si^hile  we  were  looking  throu^;h  the  regis- 
ter we  came  upon  some  interesting  items 
v/hich  I'm  sending  you  for  your  archives, 
under  separate  cover,   ^here  is  an  ap- 
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pointment  list  dated  1917,  and  two 
earlier  lists,  one  date  1906  and  writ- 
ten by  Fr.  Marijon.   A^'hen  there  is  a 
note  v/ritten  by  Fr.  McBrady  —  interest- 
ing in  that  it  shows  his  character  and 
the  way  of  speaking  at  that  time. 

Our  chapel  redecoration  has  been  com- 
pleted and  the  result  is  really  fine. 
The  chapel  is  now  much  larger,  painted 
in  soft  tones  of  blue  and  gray,  with  a 
very  simple  new  aluar  in  oak,  dominated 
by  a  large  cross.  You  have  a  picture 
of  the  chapel  taken  on  September  29, 
and  as  soon  as  I  have  one  of  the  reno- 
vated chapel  I'll  send  it  along.

Thank  you  for  the  ^nnals  and  your  kind 
letter*  Nev/s  about  the  com/aunity  is 
always  appreciated  when  one  is  so  far 
away.  Father  Flahif f  was  in  Paris  for 
some  time  and  v/e  laanaged  to  dovm  a 
couple  of  typical  Parisian  meals  — 
dreadfully  hard  on  the  waiscline  but 
easy  on  the  taste-buds.  I  am  afraid 
you  v/ouldn't  like  it  over  here  because 
the  ice-cream  is  really  not  up  to  par 
and  ridiculously  expensive,  like  every- 
thing else. 

I  have  managed  to  ^et  in  a  good  bit  of 
travellinF;  since  last  August.  vVith  a 
fev/  coiapanions,  I  toured  France,  Switz- 
erland, Austria,  and  Italy  down  as  far 
as  Naples.  Several  shorter  side-trips 
have  added  to  my  fund  of  experience. 

So  far,  I  have  found  Paris  extreriely 
intere:.ting.  Given  the  noney,  there 
is  no  limit  to  things  to  be  seen.  The 
bi^,  attraction  for  me  is  the  theatre. 
One  could  go  every  night  of  the  year 
and  see  a  different  play  each  tine.  I 
am  taking  courses  at  the  Sorbonne  on 
iaodem  literature,  [tainting,  sculpture 
and  music*  Most  of  them  are  very  inter- 
esting and  profitable. 
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Bob  <Flood>  gave  me  a  good,  helathy 
budget  for  the  library.  I  don't  think 
he  can  complain  too  much  about  duplic- 
ation —  in  Bill's  case,  it  only  hap- 
pened once  or  tv/ice.  I  have  been  fol- 
lov/ing  the  suggestions  of  my  professors 
in  buying •  Their  bibliographical  lists 
usually  contain  only  books  up  to  date.

I 
would  be  interested  in  finding  out 
where  the  Institute  bought  its  vestments 
some  years  back. 

No  doubt  you  will  soon  set  to  work  on 
appointments,  vie   v/ould  appreciate  it 
if  you  could  arran  ;e  for  us  to  get  a 
complete  list  on  July  1st.  It  takes 
four  days  for  a  leti^er  to  get  here 
from  Canada  so  you  could  plan  according- 
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ly.  I  am  leaving  for  a  two  month  stay 
in  Vienna  in  a  fevx  days,   I  shall  be 
back  here  July  1st.  Please  give  my 
regards  to  the  confreres  and  pray  for 
me.

And, 
tliough  I  don't  have  one  of  the  nice 
green  ones,  I  do  liave  lots  of  vademe- 
cums  (tv;o,  in  fact). 

here  seems  to  have  been  quite  a  bit  of 
sickness  in  the  Community  this  fall.  Je 
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v/ere  sorry  to  hear  of  Fr.  Vahey's  death. 
I  was  quite  surprised  but  Gerry  said 
Fr«  had  been  failing  a  bit  last  year. 
He  seemed  to  me  to  be  a  bit  lonesome 
and  sad  although  he  could  cetrtainly  be 
jovial  too.

But  it  will  be  nice  to  get  back 
for  a  few  days  to  a  place  v/here  the 
mina  doesn't  have  to  work  like  a  French 
dictionary  everytime  we  want  to  say 
anything. 

Fr.  i>ondy  hasn't  been  able  to  make  his 
tour  yet,  but  I  suppose  we  will  see  him 
next  year  some  time. 
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Well,  the  time  is  sliding  by  and  I  must 
go.   ihey  have  the  heaviest  humeral 
veil  in  the  world  (for  big  feasts)  and 
it  has  no  clasps  so  I'll  likely  have  a 
struggle.  They  use  a  lectern  for  the 
gospel,  too,  v'/hich  threw  me  off  the 
first  time.  The  second,  I  was  armed 
v/ith  the  details  from  trusty  0*Connell 
anci  all  went  w^ell. 

?veep  well,   athers,  and  we'll  be  seeing 
you  soon.

Dear  Fr.Scollard, 

you*ci  never  know,  judging  from  the  care- 
lessness with  which  I  attend  to  ansvrer- 
ing,  that  I  am  very  grateful  to  you  for 
v/riting  so  often;  and  in  general  keeping 
us  so  well  inforraed  on  conraunity  |iappen- 
ings.  liight  now  I  ara  preparing  for  the 
trip  to  3^oronto  next  week.   I  hope  you 
had  forgotten  that  I  pulled  the  same 
trick  of  v/aiting  almost  till  I  got  to 
'^'oronto  to  write  you  last  year. 

We  are  fine  and  the  weather  is  about  as 
freaskish  as  last  year,  except  that  the 
winter  started  off  as  though  it  meant 
business.   But  yesterday  and  today  it 
has  been  raining,  whereas  this  same 
time  last  year  we  had  a  cold  snap  for 
ten  days  at  15  degrees  below  zero  on 
the  average. 

As  I  told  Fr.  i^ondy  recently,  I  am  look- 
ing forward  very  much  to  getting  away 
for  a  respite  from  all  the  politics 
that  is  always  being  discussed  down 
here.   I  know  your  policy  of  keeping  at 
people  till  they  do  something  you  v/ant 
them  to  do  (for  example,  in  gardens), 
but  here  they  keep  on  harping  about 
things  and  never  seem  to  do  anything 
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about  thsm.   However,  laaybe  it  v/ill  all 
come  out  in  the  v/ash.   1*11  just  have 
to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  it  all  and  give 
myself  up  entirely  to  studies  —  which 
is  not  easy  for  me. 

Would  you  please  thank  Fr.  Orsini  for 
his  card  to  us?  And,  if  you  think  of 
it,  please  tell  him  I  am  looking  for 
a  definitive  statement  on  this  business 
of  customs  that  grov/  up  against  the 
law.   For  some  reason,  I  haven't  re- 
tained the  reason  why  they're  o.k.  if 
you  v/ait  long  enough. 

You  mentioned  Le  Bouquiniste  some  time 
ago.   I  was  in  there  once  and  v/as  not 
at  all  impressed.   It  is  a  tiny  one- 
room  affair,  but  their  storerooms  may 
be  very  extensive  for  all  I  know.   I 
did  see  a  door  that  seemed  to  lead  up- 
stairs.  Often  these  places  do  a  much 
larger  trade  by  mail  than  over  the  coun- 
ter.  I  have  given  up  buying  books  long 
since  —  the  service  is  about  the  same 
as  I  would  have  expected  in  mediaeval 
Germany.   20th  c  entury  efficiency  has- 
n't made  an  impression  yet.   On  the 
whole,  I  like  this  place,  but  I  can 
find  just  as  much  to  i^ripe  about  as  our 
graduate  student  in  Home.   He  is  very 
anxious  to  get  through  with  it  all. 

The  grapevine  has  it  that  you  are  no 
longer  peering  out  at  the  feeble  efforts 
of  the  knights  of  0»Connil,  Father.   It 
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seems  to  me  a  sad  thing  to  realize  that 
those  agonizing  little  chats  after  Sun- 
day High  Mass  won't  continue  to  be  a 
part  of  every  young  Basilian's  training.

On  July  15,  1955  we  opened  the  Sugar 
Land  Mission  Center,  at  Sugar  Land, 
Texas.   (Je  replaced  the  Oblate  Fathers 
who  had  been  taking  care  of  Sugar  Land 
and  Stafford).  Three  priests  live  at 
this  new  Center;  Father  McGee,  Pastor 
and  Superior,  Father  John  Onorato  who 
takes  care  of  Stafford,  and  Father 
Broussard  who  helps  at  Sugar  Land  and 
takes  care  of  Richmond. 

Sugar  Land  is  a  mixed  parish  —  Mexican 
and  Anglo  —  with  ifOO  families.  Stafford 
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is  also  a  mixed  parish  —  Italians, 
Mexicans  and  Anglos. 

There  is  a  chapel  of  ease  at  House 
Plantation  v/hich  will  be  formed  into  a 
parish,  with  about  60  families  living 
in  the  area. 

The  Sugar  Lfind  Center  also  furnished 
chaplain  service  to  the  Cenacle  Sisters 
at  House  Plantation. 

The  Bishop  has  given  us  the  use  of  a 
fine  brick  house  at  the  Plantation  for 
the  priests  who  work  there. 

During  the  past  year  a  shrine  of  Our 
i-ady  of  Guadalupe  in  honor  of  Father 
J. P.  ^'illon  was  completed  and  blest  by 
Msgr.'M.J.  Daly  of  Houston.  The  five- 
foot  statue,  made  in  Italy,  is  of  Car- 
rara marble  and  the  base  and  altar  are 
of  Talavera  tile.  The  shrine  was  made 
possible  by  the  donations  of  pennies, 
nickles,  etc.  from  the  people  on  the 
missions,  especially  in  »>/harton. 

Three  scholastics  helped  us  v\rith  cate- 
chism at  the  w'harton  Center  —  Rene 
Vemillion,  Robert  Iiatzinger  and  Maurice 
Pierce.   They  did  a  fine  job. 

The  Basilian  Fathers  had  an  exhibit  at 
the  Michigan  State  Fair  in  Detroit  in 
September,  with  Fathers  Leo  Adam  and 
V.J.  Fullerton  in  charge  of  it. 
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We  will  also  have  a  Mission  Exhibit  in 
Rochester,  New  York,  in  October  \fith 
Father  i*'ullerton  in  charge,  assisted 
by  Fathers  Robert  Ritz  and  Richard  Jef- 
fery,  both  from  the  Mssions  and  both 
frora  Rochester,  New  York. 

After  a  lapse  of  six  years  (due  to  the 
Seminary  drive)  v/e  made  appeals  in  all 
the  Basilian  parishes  this  year. 

Use  your  judgment  on  the  following:  I 
preached  a  retreat  to  the  Fdssionary 
Priests  of  the  Scarboro  Bluffs  last 
July  in  the  city  of  Trujillo  in  the 
Dominican  Republic. 

Fathers  Shannon,  Orsini,  Mooney,  each 
spent  three  months  in  Mexico  studying 
Spanish  and  working  among  ohe  natives 
to  learn  their  customs,  etc. 

The  annual  Jamaica  and  Bazaar  v/ill  be 
held  in  Rosenberg  on  October  2nd.  This 
Bazaar  helps  support  the  school  and  the 
cetecliists  and  is  one  event  each  year 
that  brings  together  all  the  people  on 
our  missions.  Each  mission  lias  a  part 
in  the  Bazaar  and  eacli  receives  bene- 
fits frora  it. 

Our  school  is  the  same  ast  last  year  — 
300  pupils. 
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We  have  a  perpetual  no vena  to  Our  Lady 
of  Guadalupe  every  Friday  night  in 
Rosenberg  at  which  time  we  pray  for  all 
the  friends  find  benefactors  of  the 
Missions. 

GanonAlfredo  Freyria,  rector  of  the 
famous  cathedral  in  Puebla,  Mexico, 
preached  a  Mission  at  V/harton  and  Rosen- 
berg. Ganon  Freyria  suffered  unbloody 
martyrdom  dui*ing  the  persecution  in 
Mexico.  He  was  lined  up  to  be  shot  and 
it  v/as  called  off.  They  led  him  to  a 
tree  to  hang  him  and  that  was  c  ailed 
off.  He  finally  escaped. 

There  may  be  other  things  of  import- 
ance that  I  have  forgotten.  Drop  me 
a  line  and  I  will  answer  pronto.

I  was  most  happy  to  get  your  note.  It 
is  nice  to  hear  from  the  confreres  of 
the  frozen  North  now  and  then.  Enclosed 
is  the  information  you  wish. 

Yes,  I  am  fairly  well  back  in  shape  now. 
I  played  a  game  ot  tennis  for  the  first 
time  since  my  operation  (kidney)  on 
Tuesday  afternoon.   Tj^t  should  be  some 
indication. 

As  regards  Father  Crowley,  perhaps  you 
know  that  in  the  last  few  months  he  had 
received  something  like  50  transfusions. 
About  July  it  was  found  that  he  had 
developed  diabetes,  due  possibly  to  a 
drug  used  in  treating  him.   His  last 
of  tiuite  a  few  trips  to  the  hospital 
came  for  the  first  part  of  December, 
or  rather  September.   From  that  time 
he  seemed  to  grow  gradually  worse. 
Actually  the  doctors  had  said  (during 
the  earlier  part  of  the  summer,  I  be- 
lieve) that  he  could  not  live  past 
January  of  next  year.   He  knev/  this. 
He  died  2:30  A.M.  Sunday  morning.  The 
previous  V/endesday  and  ^^^hursday  he  had 
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felt  the  most  pain.   About  that  time 
his  veins  collapsed,  and  his  throat 
became  paralyzed.  Then,  of  course,  it 
was  obvious  that  he  could  not  last 
much  longer.   One  of  the  priests  from 
St.  ^mne  v/as  v/ith  him  all  the  time.   I 
do  not  knov/  who  was  with  him  Sunday 
morning  —  perhaps  Father  <John>  Glavin. 
Incidentally,  he  was  his  same  cheerful 
self  up  to  the  last. 

'^he   church  was  about  full  for  his  fun- 
eral Tuesday.  The  bishop  and  a  good 
number  of  diocesan  clergy  were  present. 
Father  Rush  preached  a  wonderful  sermon, 
one  full  of  meaning  especially  to  his 
fellow  priests,  in  a  style  as  close  to 
perfection  as  one  could  hope  for.   (At 
least,  I  thought  so,  and  all  others 
whom  I  heard  comment  thought  it  was  a 
very  fine  sermon . ) 

I^m  still  looking  forward  to  your  visit 
to  Texas,   v^ill  it  be  soon?

Dear  Bob: 

I  haven't  forgotten  your  request  even 
though  the  dealy  in  ansv/ering  your 
letter  would  seem  to  indicate  such. 
But  the  reason  could  be  sumried  up  this 
w^y:  knowing  Floyd  as  you  did,  you  would 
know  that  he  did  not  spend  his  spare 
time  in  Lyonde's,  v/hile  in  Toronto,  nor 
Gittings,  while  in  Houston.  And  so 
when  the  matter  of  a  memorial  card  came 
up,  we  were  faced  with  the  task  of 
finding  one.  However,  we  did  find  one 
—  now  hold  your  hat  —  from  his  pass- 
port. Luckily  enough  it  is  not  the 
kind  that  inspire  anarchy  or  a  repiti- 
tion  of  the  Brink's  job.  So  the  prin- 
ter has  it  and  is  rriaking  a  plate.  The 
cards  were  promised  for  this  v/eek.  So 
what  I  thought  I  could  do  v/ould  be  to 
send  you  the  plate  for  your  use,  and  if 
we   need  it  for  more  cards  —  the  printer 
is  doing  5000  —  then  I  can  get  it  back. 

Floyd  really  had  a  long  siege  of  it. 
Long  in  the  sense  that  it  was  continuous, 
and  one  thing  after  another.  The  drug 
that  they  were  giving  him,  metocartin 
(as  the  French  would  say,  phonetically) 
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to  keep  his  blood  up,  caused  diabetes • 
In  all  he  ted  about  50  -  52  blood  trans- 
fusions, and  pneumonia  three  times.  The 
last  time  was  about  ten  days  before  his 
death.  He  was  very  sick  then,  so  he 
was  anointed.  Then  the  Wednesday  be- 
fore he  died  they  stopped  giving  him 
any  more  transfusions.  He  just  could- 
n't take  any  more,  because  every  one 
they  v/ould  give  hastened  internal  hem- 
orrhages. Friday  he  took  a  turn  for 
the  v/orse,  and  Father  Glavin  and  I 
huddled,  and  though  not  being  a  combin- 
ation of  Noldin  &  Prumraer,  we  decided 
that  this  was  a  nev/  danger  of  death, 
the  other  anointing  v/as  for  pneumonia, 
and  he  got  over  that,  the  doctor  had 
told  him  and  us  that.  Thus  he  was  an- 
ointed Friday  night.  His  sister,  Stella, 
from  Philadelphia,  came  in  on  Saturday 
morning,  we  had  notified  her  on  Friday, 
and  she  was  v/ith  him  until  he  died.  I 
saw  him  every  day  he  was  in  the  hospital 
and  was  v/ith  him  from  10.30  Saturday 
night  until  he  died  at  2.25  Sunday  morn- 
ing. He  was  here  at  the  house  from 
Sunday  afternoon  until  one  o'clock  Mon- 
day when  h  was  in  the  Church.  Monday 
night,  between  Church  fulls,  of  people 
for  the  Rosary,  the  Basilians  from  the 
High  School,  University  and  Missions 
said  the  Office  of  the  Dead.  The  fun- 
eral was  attended  by  the  Bishop,  who 
gave  the  absolution.  It  might  seem  odd,

that  he  should  be  in  attendance  and  yet 
not  say  the  Mass.  But,  when  he  was 
asked  to  say  the  Mass  he  said  that  he 
would  not  be  able  to  because  he  had  an 
appointment .  However  on  Monday  night 
he  called  and  said  that  he  would  be  able 
to  be  here  and  \/ould  give  the  absolution. 
I  was  celebrant  at  the  f4ass,  with  Carl 
Allnoch  as  Deacon,  and  John  Collins  as 
Sub-Deacon.  The  preacher  was  Father 
Rush,  and  I  don't  think  he  was  ever 
better,  v/e  have  about  1110  Masses  for 
hira  nov/,  from  parishioners. 

I  thou(5ht  I  would  have  a  new  stained 
glass  window  to  report  but  it  hasn't 
arrived  as  yet.  The  side  chapel  is  com- 
plete and  there  is  one  in  the  body  of 
the  church,  the  anticipated  one  will  be 
the  second.  Work  progresses  on  the  gym- 
auditorium,  v/hich  is  expected  around 
Christmas.  They  sure  nado  four  good 
classrooms  out  of  part  of  the  old  hall 
—  these  being  the  third  use  it  has 
been  put  to.  First,  used  as  the  Church, 
then  the  Hall,  and  now  classes.  They 
didn't  use  the  whole  Hall  because  they 
put  two  upstairs  and  tv/o  down,  thus 
leaving  about  half  the  hall,  with  its 
stage,  and  room  enough  for  a  meeting 
place  for  about  100.  Having  a  second 
stage  \fill  stop  the  usual  feuds  that  go 
on  betv/een  the  dramtic  element  and  those 
who  feel  that  the  last  word  is  the  free 
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throw.  We  really  didn't  lose  much  of 
the  playing  field  because  the  nev/  build- 
ing is  set  in  the  north  west  corner  of 
the  property  wasi*t  used  for  anything. 
So  when  the  shell  gets  complete^  I  will 
try  to  be  a  Karsh  of  Ottawa  and  do  a 
study  for  you.

Charles  on 
l^Iondays  and  Tuesday  —  so  far  okay,  ex- 
cept that  for  being  in  "second"  year 
(which  is  "fifth"  for  our  iCnj^lish  men- 
tality), the  students  know  hardl3r  any 
i!.nglish.  Kevin  remarks  (French  idion?) 
the  same  thing  —  the  ones  he  teaches 
have  had  a  year,  but  you  v/ould  hardly 
guess.   Kevin  will  have  three  classes 
a  week  of  i^panish  besides  the  English; 
also  conferences  to  the  junior  Seminar- 
ians here.   George  seems  to  be  doing 
very  well  after  the  first  "choc"  (I'm 
not  sure  if  that  carries  the  idea  of 
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^'shock'^  in  French  or  not  I)  He  takes 
everything  in  good  stride,  it  seems,  as 
you  would  expect.  He'll  have  to  learn 
"rugby",  "football^*  (i.e.  soccerl)  and 
"boule"  but  he'i3  good  at  such  things. 
Most  of  us  are  beating  dov/n  the  grass 
on  the  tennis  court  these  days.   It's 
been  warm  and  sunny  most  of  .September 
here  • 

Fr.  Bondy  is  v/ell  and  looking  after  me. 
He  says  he  has  to  bear  up  with  me  a  fevf 
more  days.  He  leaves  BYiday  for  Rome. 
v/e  have  visited  St.-Basile,  Jlaison-Seule, 
St-i>ymphorien  among  the  Basilian  points 
of  interest. 

As  fro  me,  all*s  v/ell.  I  start  in  a 
month,  but  of  course  I'm  studying  my 
French  already. 

It  v/as  wonderful  reading  about  the  cen- 
tennial of  3t.   Basil's,  bounds  like 
they  were  quite  the  days. 

Hope  all  is  v/ell  with  you.  Give  my  best 
to  Fr.  Flahiff  and  the  rest  of  the  Curia, 
Fr-  Kennedy,  Fr.  MacDonald  and  Fr.  Roach 
if  they  are  around  when  you  read  this.
